The  object  was  white  in  color 
and  00 1:7a red  to  a.  stai'  but  it  was  not  twinkling.  The  object 
gave  off  a steady  Hgiit.  It  blinked  on  and  off  a few  times 
vhile  it  stopcxfd,  then  immediately  began  moving  again. 

A B-52  aircraft  landed  at  O505  liST  at  Patterson  Field. 
Nomally  these  aircraft  make  several  low  level  approaches 
prior  to  actual  landiig.  It  is  possible  that  the  witness 
obser'/ed  this  particular  aircraft  making  one  of  its  lew  level 
runs  before  it  actually  landed  at  0505  KST.
